WISE OUTLAY BY CITY.

The construction of the Bfoad street
subway Is undoubtedly a wise investmant
for the eity, as it will Involve an annual
intereast nnd sinking fund charge of only
65 per cont. on about §0,080,000, op $330,000
per year. Under the pending constitu-
tionnl nmendment, If ratified by the
people next  yoar, this annual flxed *
charge will be reduced from 86 pér cent
to 5 per cent. by a reductlon in  the
annual sinking fund charge from 4% per *
cent. 1o 1 por cent. This would make the
annual fixed charge on the investiment In
the Bouth Brond strect subway only’
